(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

On the application of the Right Hon. 
Thomas Francis Molony, Bart., and the Hon. 
Mr. Justice Wylie, the surviving trustees of 
certain trusts created by a private Act of the 
Irish Parliament, passed in the twenty-fifth 
year of the reign of George II., and declared

The Act provided 
for the selling or leasing of certain lands, 
houses, edifices, with their appurtenances, 
commonly called the King’s Inns. Part of 
the hereditaments in question which had not 
been sold under the trusts of the private 
Act are vested in the applicants, who were

By the private Act, certain powers could 
be exercised by the trustees only with the

SUPPORT OF MAN SENT 
FROM CANADA. 


Dr. Dwyer, Resident Medical Superinten- 
dent, reported to the Dublin Board of Assis- 
tance yesterday that a patient, who had been 
brought over from Canada by order of the 
Canadian Government, and who was at pre 
sent in the institution, had made a request 
to be sent back to his relatives in Bermuda 
at the expense of the Board. 

In reply to Mr. Shiel, Dr. Dwyer said that 
as far as he could ascertain this man was 
born in Dublin, but at a very early age went 
to Bermuda with his parents. His father 
was a Colonel in the Royal Army Medical 
Corps. The patient went eventually from 
Bermuda to Canada on a tourist ticket, but 
married, and settled down there. 
sent to a mental hospital in Canada, and 
subsequently sent by the Canadian Govern- 
ment to this institution. 

Mr. Mulvey—Why not send him back to 
his wife? 
Dr. Dwyer—His wife will not have him. 
Dr. Dwyer went on to state that the Board 
was paying £2 10s. a week to a special at 
tendant to look after this patient, and to that 
sum must be added £1 5s. a week for main- 

enance. 

Mrs.- Kettle (the Chairman) said tha! 
under the present law this patient was not 
entitled to the old age pension. He had 
lived all his life out of Ireland. 

Mr. Shiel said that he could not see why 
the Dublin ratepayers should be asked to pay 
close on £200 a year for this man’s main- 
tenance, '“ We should send him back to 
Canada.” 

In reply to further questions, Dr. Dwyer 
said that if = man me destitute in 
Dublin, no matter where he was born or of 
what nationality he was, or where he spent 
his life, he became chargeable to the rates 
of Dublin. 

It was decided to communicate with the 
authorities in Bermuda, and ask them if 
they were prepared to accept him, and, if 
so, he would be sent back at the expense of 
the Board.

Was I duped to ascend 
the ladder of liberty, the hill of harmony, 
the tree of triumph and the rock of regard, 
and when widely manifesting my act of 
ascénsion was I to be informed of treading 
still in the valley of defeat?’’ Again, 
there is: “ Woman of sin and stray com- 
panion of tutorism, arise, I demand you, 
and strike across yon grassy centre as 
quickly as you can, and never more make 
your hated face appear within these 
mighty walls.” 


AC ark Gwain 's Criticism. 


A well-known Belfast gentleman en- 
joyed the book so much that he sent it to 

ark Twain, who replied as follows:— 
“I find the book enchanting. Many 
years ago I began to collect hogwash 
literature, and I am glad of the chance 
te add to it the extraordinary book which 
you. have sent me. ‘ Hogwash’ is a 
term which was invented by the night 
foreman of the newspaper whereunto I 
was’ attached forty years ago, in the 
capacity of local reporter, to describe my 
literary efforts.

A few days after the discovery four 
of the men departed to America with 
about £6,000 apiece as a result of the sale, 
for immefiate SAS , down, of virtually 
the whole of the gold. 


Witches in Carrickfergus. 


One of the methods by which witches 
were supposed to afflict people long ago 
was by the tying of knots in various gar- 
ments. When the victim picked up the 
article in which the knot was tied, and 
tried to unravel it, he or she was imme- 
diately seized with violent pains. The 
last official wife’: trial that took place in 
Ireland, under two judges and a jury at 
Carrickfergus in 1711, was concerned with 
the arraignment of eight old women tor 
tormenting a young girl by the knot 
method. The alleged victim swore that 
she saw the women torturing her in s 
vision while she lay unconscious after un- 
doing the knots. One of the judges pro- 
tested against the absurdity of this 
evidence, but the jury found the 
prisoners guilty, and the other judge 
sentenced them to the puillory, where 
some of the women were badly injured 
during the ordeal.

By careful processes of distillation 
they can be made to yield various sugars, 
including the rare and _highly-priced 
xylose.. So many are its possible uses, 
indeed, that it is even suggested that the 
shell may more valuable than the 
nut. Already the tendency is to remove 
the shell before selling the nut, and this 
in itself will be welcomed by caretakers 
and cleaners, who have found the dis- 
carded husks a terrible nuisance.

SHOULD CRITICS 
SUMMARISE? 


A French playwright, M. Pierre Frondaie, 
has challenged the right of a critic to make 
his own summary of tha “story ” of a play. 
The reason for an outburst which has caused 
considerable flutter in Paris is that the play- 
wright holds that a skilled critic can express 
disapproval by the very manner in which he 
sets out the details of what happens on the 
stage, and he alleges “ malice” on the part 
of certain of his critics who have summarised 
his plots. M. Frondaie proposes that creative 
writers should draw up two syno of their 
works; one in ten lines and another in forty 
lines, and that the critic should use either 
according to the space at his di , No 
departure from the synopsis u would be 
permitted. The whole business breaks down 
when it is remembered that the “ story ” is 
one thing to the playwright, and possibly 

uite another when the critic sees it acted in 
the theatre. Playwrights themselves have 
been known to find their own plays un- 
recognisable, so the critic may be pardoned 
if he demands the liberty to summarise the 
“story” of a play as it presents itself to 
him rather than as it appears to its author 
Of course, a critic can express disapproval 
in his summary, and is perfectly within his 


rights in so doing.

Dublin University defeated London Univer- 
sity in a race over a course from Putney to 
Mortlake yesterday.

IRISH RAINFALL. 
REPORT FOR FEBRUARY. 


The Irish Rainfall Association report fh 
February, 1952, is as follows — 

A remarkably dry month, beating all 

“records” for February in freland. Some 
stations had hardly any rain, and al! had lew 
than an inch: buat the month was generally 
cold, with little sunshine. There was slight 
snow and sleet at a few places. with some 
sharp frosts, while at the end cold East winds 
were frequent. Another point worth mention 
ing was the abnormal height of the barometer, 
which, at several stations. was the hiches 
recorded. In Dublin, and also at Cashel, 
Ballimacurra, Co. Cork, and Milford, County 
Donegal. 30.9 inches was reached. Reading 
were seldom below 30 inches in Ireland. while 
at Dublin and Cashel the lowest was 30.3 
inches. 

The highest daily falls of rain were .45, on 
the 6th, at Dunmanway, Co. Cork, and 1 
on the 26th at Fofanny, Co. Down. The 
highest totals for the month were :— 88 al 
Fofanny, .72 at Dunmanway and .51 at Biles 
sington, Co. Wicklow, while the lowest wer 
.02 inches at Belturbet, Co. Cavan. and .05 at 
Irvinestown, Co. Fermanagh.
